MEAT  ARP  FOOD  INSPECTIONS , 

As  a result  of  the  war  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  has  been 
centralised  in  Bridlington  and  the  actual  work  of  inspection  has 
been  carried  out  by  the  Meat  Inspector  of  the  Borough  of  Bridlington. 
This  has  not  dene  away  with  the  supervision  of  meat  shops  in  the 
district  and  in  connection  with  this  work  290  visits  have  been  made. 
The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  meat  shops  has  been  well  maintained. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  ANA  SUPERVISION  OF  Vi  TER  WORKS- 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  three  visits  and 
inspections  have  been  made  in  connection  with  this  work. 

Sample  of  water  was  taken  from  a private 
well  at  Cfransmoor  and  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination 
and  found  to  be  grossly  polluted  , the  well  was  closed.

PUBLIC  SCAVENGING  WORK. 

The  work *  1 connection  with  the  removal  of  house- 
hold refuse  and  emptying  of  pail  closets  and  privies  is  carried 
out  by  contract  in  the  Parishes  of  Hunmanby  and  Flamborough. 

A comprehensive  Scheme  was  prepared  embracing  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District,  the  entire  work  \to  be  carried  out  by 
the  Council,  but  owing  to  the  war  it  was  impossible  to  adopt  this 
scheme*  Seventy  sight  visits  were  made  in.  connection  with  this  work* 

DRAINAGE  COMPLAINTS  & SUPERVISION  OF SEWAGE  WORKS. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  three  inspections 
and  visits  were  carried  out  and  action  taken  where  necessary* 

SALVAGE 

During  the  year  a voluntary  scheme  for  the 
collection  of  waste  paper  was  in  operation  and  in  connection 
with  this  work  eighty  visits  were  made 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  11  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  ,4  cases 
of  Diphtheria, and  one  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis,  were  reported, 
all  these  cases  were  visited  and  arrangements  made  for  their 
removal  to  the  Bridlington  Isolation  Hoapital.  16  disinfections 
were  carried  out  and  instructions  given*
